GROOVER WILL BUILD NEW STORE 


ON PRESENT BUILDING SITE 


The lease has been signed with J. W. 
Groover by the Southern California Ed­ 
ison Compnny for the occupancy of the 
Groover building on Citrus avenue, ad­ 
joining tho Fjnch building, and Mr. 
Groover has announced that the old 
building will bo entirely torn down, nnd 
a modern building erected in its place. 
The work will bo done by Contractor 
Andrew Feist. 


Contractor Feist is now at work on 
the Finch building, tearing out the rear 
nnd currying the building to the alley. 
The interior is being remodeled to suit 
I he needs of the firm of Fields, Hays & 
Brunjes, who will occupy it. about the 
llrst of January with a general mer­ 
chandise store. An archway fifteen feet 
in width is being cut in the south wall, 
in order to include the Groover build­ 
ing in the floor space. The Edison com­ 
pany will occupy the front portion of 


tho building ns nn office nnd display 
room for electrical appliances, and the 
remainder will be utilized by the mer­ 
chandising firm. The lease for this por­ 
tion of the building has also been sign- 
ed. 


This will give Fields, Unys & Brun­ 
jes a frontage of sixty feet, with addi­ 
tional window space in the Groover 
building ns well as all of the fifty feet, 
of the Finch building. 
With the high 
ceilings and archways into three store 
rooms, the new concern will have the 
largest floor space of any concern in 
Covina, 


The front of the Groover building 
will be made to correspond to that, of 
the Finch building. As both walls of 
the Groover building are already built, 
it will not. lie a long job to get the 
building in shape for occupnacy.

KNIGHTS TEMPLAR IN 
CHRISTMAS SERVICE 


" The fall of Jerusalem'' was formally 
celebrated by 
the Knights 
Templar, 
Covina Cornmandcry, in their 
temple 
on Tuesday 
morning 
at the 
annual 
Christmas 
service. 
The 
customary 
toast was offered by Acting Command­ 
er B. M. Sutherland, followed by an 
oration by Rev. Alfred Fletcher, pre­ 
late, who was the orator of the occa­ 
sion. His address inspired his hearers 
from out the glories of the past. 
He 
said in part: 


" W h a t glorious news flashed over the 
world on Monday, Dec. 10, announcing 
the fall of Jerusalem—the fall ,shall 
we say?—no, the recovery of Jerusa­ 
lem 
from 
the 
Mohammedan 
power 
which had usurped it and desecrated it 
for upwards of 400 years. 


"Once 
ngnin 
had 
Jerusalem, 
'the 
Holy City,' become 'the perfection of 
beauty, the joy of the whole earth,' 
at least to countless millions of Jews 
and Christians throughout the world. 
The hearts of 500,000,000 of these—had 
they realized it—would have burst into 
paeans of thankful 
joy because God, 
through the agency of a great Chris­ 
tian nation, hail broken the bonds and 
had redeemed Jerusalem. 


" A n d shall wc not think, too, thn,* 
the throngs of the heavenly hosts—who 
take knowledge of what iB passing on 
this earthly sphere, God's footstool— 
would be moved to adoring praise for 
the recovery, and what we believe to be 
the first step towards the restoration of 
Jerusalem; which is still 'the City of 
God,' 'the City of the Great King'— 
'for the gifts and calling of God are 
without repentance,' and the prophecies 
regarding its restoration' have yet to be 
fulfilled. 


" T h e history of Jerusalem covers a 
period of about .'iiiOO years. Its name 
is found on an inscription nt least SOO 
years before David, and, long before 
that, Mclchizadek, 'King of Salem,' is 
said to have been the priest-king of an­ 
cient Jerusalem. It was besieged almost 
immediately after the death of Joshua. 
It was taken by David about 104(5 B. C.

Zcdokifch 58« B. C. and wholly destroy­ 
ed, nnd the people were carried in cap­ 
tivity to Babylon.

NATURALIST DESCRIBES 
CALIFORNIA ISLAND BIRDS 


WILL DO WHAT NO 
OTHER PLUG WILL DO 


The races, of. birds which were ma-' 
rooned on the islands off the coast of 
Southern California, counties ages ago, 
when' the' mountain 
range of which' 
these islands are the gravestones sank 
beneath the ocean, Heaving only the 
protruding peaks now known as the 
Santa Barbara Islands—these feathered 
Robinson Crusoes are described in a 
monograph, just issued by the Cooper 
Ornithological Club. I t is written by 
A. Brazier Howell, of Covina, whose 
ranch is at the corner of Grand avenue 
and Badillo, and is the twelfth in the 
series known as "Pacific Coast Avi­ 
fauna," 
edited by Professor 
Joseph 
Grinnell and H. S. Sworth at the Mus- 
«um of Vertebrate Zoology of the Uni­ 
versity of California. 


These Santa Barbara islands are a 
"bird paradise. 
Natural - enemies are 
few. 
The foxes, which were once num­ 
erous on Catalina Island, are now al­ 
most extinct, because they contracted 


4 ' s c a b i e s " from the sheep, went blind, 
and starved. Many housecats, however, 
now run wild on Santa Barbara, Santa 
•Cruz, San Clemente, and the tiny Los 
Coronadoes Islands. They are descend­ 
ed from pussies which escaped 
from 
visiting boats or camping parties. One 
Htrango enemy of the birds is the larger 
Ush. When the young Xantus Murrelet 
first tries to swim in the sea—at three 
or four days old—big fish devour a 
good many, despite the surprising equa 
•tic skill of the 
fledglings. 


Many of these islands are wholly 
without water, and hence uninhabited. 
Santa Cruz Mr. Howell declares the 
most beautiful as well as the largest of 
these islands. I t is twenty-one miles 
long, with an average depth of five 
Tililes. It has a peak 2407 feet 
high 
and a western region plentifully be 
sprinkled with forests of Santa Cruz 
pine. There are lower regions of oak 
and grass-land, canyons well wooded 
with deciduous trees, good water in 
many of the gulches, and many sheep. 


Besides the larger islands, there^ are 
many isolated rocks much 
frequented 
T)y sea-birds—Gull Islet, for instance, a 
T-ock 150 feet in height. Anacapa, with 
its 
perpendicular 
shores, 
filled 
with 
numerous caves, and with a wealth of 
spring w£n-flowers, is one of the most 
picturesque of these islands, while San 
Miguel is treeless, and much of its 
seven-and-a-half mile length a mass of 
shifting sand-dune!.; * V 


BALMY CLIMATE. 
These sea islands have a more equa 
ble and humid climate than the main 
land of Southern California, with less 
rain, but with more frequent fog. 


No less than 195 species of birds are 
declared by Mr. Howell to bo perma­ 
nent residents or regular visitors of 
•these islands. Santa Cruz alone yielded 
, 141 different species to the collectors, 
and Catalina 93. The bulk of the spe­ 
cies now resident are believed to be 
survivors of the distant ago when the 
islands still had a land bridge to the 
mainland of Southern California. 
Other 
species probably becamo colonized by 
wandering from the mainland 
during 
fogs, or by being blown out to sea in a 
storm, then seeking shelter on an is­ 
land, and settling there permanently. 


Survivnl of the fittest has worked 
rigorously, for species which could ill 
adapt themselves to the changed condi­ 
tions of life on the islands could not 
ueek more congenial surroundings, as 
in most parts of the continent, but must 
•get along on the islands or perish. 


Island life has changed the habits of 
many of the birds. The Song Sparrow, 
for Instance, no longer builds a shady 
retreat in the dense brush of a damp 
ravine, but on Santa Barbara Island 
frequents the ice-plant and the short 
glass of the mesa. The House Finches 
have taken to settling in pockets of 
•the conglomerate cliffs, and the Dusky 
"Warbler, instead of building on the 
ground, has grown to prefer a vine, 
shrub, or even the branches of a tree 
The island Mocking Bird and Houso 
Pinch wear feather bibs deeply stained 
by the red juice of the opuntia cactus, 
on which they feast. 


The whole life cycle of the smaller 
birds of these Southern California is­ 
lands is shifted a month or six weeks 
earlier than on the mainland. 
This 
early nesting is due partly to the mild­ 
ness of the winters, but even more to 
the abundance of the food supply, for 
insects abound everywhere, since there 
Is no frost to reduce their numbers. 
Moulting is earlier than on the main­ 
land, and birds in fresh plumage may 
be taken in early August, or even ear­ 
lier. Despite the house-cats, which roam 
wild on many of the islands, small birds 
are particularly numerous, because" of 
the abundant food supply, the infre- 
quoncy of natural enemies, and the ex­ 
cellent cover afforded by cactus and 
thorny scrub, where they can nest and 
Test secure from everything, except, in 
the case of smaller birds, an occasional 
marauding mouse. 


Some of tho changes in the island 
cies of birds, are due, doubtless, to 
reeding. Life on these islands seems 
ave tended to produce birds of 
total length, with larger, heav- 
•7 and heavier tarsus and feet, 
h of the wing and tail re 


mains* about the same as on the main­ 
land, but the coloration becomes darker, 
with brighter colors and heavier streak­ 
ing. 


Many picturesque particulars of the 
bird life of these islands are given by 
Mr. Howell, as well as general accounts 
of each of the 195 species. 


SPRING 
MIGRATION. 


He describes the spring migration of 
the Pacific Loon, which after wintering 
on the islands, go flying northward by 
thousands, in detached 
companies of 
from a half dozen to thirty individuals, 
all following exactly the same line of 
flight, or pausing to feed on the spawn 
ing smelt, in the little coves on the 
shores of the islands. He tells of the 
Rhinocerous Auklet, expert swimmers; 
they can swim under water for nearly 
a thousand feet. He tells how tho Cas 
sin Auklet undermine the sofe, earthy 
surface of Santa Barbara Islanif with 
their innumerable burrows. The Black 
Petrels about Anacapa cry "Tuk-a-roo, 
tuk-tuk-a-rool"- and lay their 
eggs 
among the boulders on the bare ground. 
When removed from the nest, the old 
bird punishes the intruder by vomiting 
a four-foot stream, or savagely biting 
at her captor's fingers, or, in her frenzy, 
even at her own wings. 
Tney 
feed 
their! (young by regurgitation. For 
theirown food they like best of all the 
young of the rock lobster. 


These islands boast of one of the 
rarest birds of America, a certain sub­ 
species of Island Shrike, one of the very 
shyest of nil land birds. These Island 
Shrikes can match any strategy. I t is 
wellnigh hopeless to try to get within 
gunshot of one, for even the alamed 
shrieking of their own offspring will 
fail to bring them to tho rescue. When 
the father of one family and the mo 
ther of another were_ captured, the wi 
dow and widower, two days later, were 
found to have combined forces.

SOUTHERN PACIFIC SEEKS 


TO RAISE SWITCH RATES 


WHEN TO PRUNE 
THE AVACADO TREE 


Regarding the pruning of the ava> 
cado tree we note in the proceedings 
of a former meeting of tho California 
Avocado - Association C. P . Taf t said 
that the Taft had been heavily pruned 
but in order to obtain bud wood rather 
than for shaping the tree. 
He was in 
doubt ns to whether this had delayed 
the fruiting ot^lesscncd the amount of 
production. 
Along this lino ho said a 
medium size tree that had borno fruit 
was badly damaged by a wind storm 
one side blown .off—and that for the 
next three and a half years it devoted 
all its energies to 
rebuilding wood 
Last year it regained its normal size 
and now has one thousand fruit on it 
He will prune only when he thinks i 
necessary, perhaps only in shaping th 
tree. Disastrous experiences from prun 
ing in August have convinced him that 
the trees should not be cut back in the 
very hot weather. Ho prefers tho 
early spring or November. 
This ap­ 
plies to nursery stock as well as older 
trees. Ho considers spring or fall as 
tho most desirable for pruning. 
After 
a bud has taken hold and is ready to 
grow, Mr. Taft does not cut tho top 
of the seedling back until cool weather, 
leaving it to protect the young tree 
from tho sun. 


J. T. Whedon advises protection for 
tho trunks by encouraging downward 
growth of foliago as with oranges. He 
believes in waxing tho cuts regardless 
of how smooth they are. D. W. Cool­ 
idge agrees as to this method, and ad­ 
vises systematic pruning for the first 
few years, but differed with Mr. Taft 
as to the season for such work, advis­ 
ing cutting back in the vigorous grow­ 
ing season, when the high How of sap 
will heal the cut more thoroughly. 


E. S. Thacker's experience tonds to 
favor pruning. His trees are mcvon 
years old and all bushy, some of them 
threw out high limbs in the center and 
these were cut back, giving his trees 
a 
uniform 
appearance. 
His theory, 
is that it does not hurt 
to cut them 
any more than any other tree, and lat­ 
er he believes the production will be 
increased by pruning. He advises wax­ 
ing the cuts. 


Referring to the Harmnn 
variety 
and its inclination to .grow in large 
umbrella 
form. 
Mr. Coolidge 
stated 
that it could 'be shaped up to form a 
perfect pyramid, which resists heavy 
winds and protects its body from the 
hot Bun. In his estimation a great 
deal, of fruiting space is gained by 
such treatment. He said he could show 
limbs two inches in diameter that had 
been 
pruned without 
any die-back. 
All Mr. Coolidge'» pruning is done in 
the vigorous growing season. 
He says 
that he has known them to die baek 
i n many instances, when cut in the 
early spring or in the fall. He had 
never trimmed baek a Taft or any of 
the other thick-skinned type.

In a recent issue the paper 
printed this: 


"Catholics are warned to be on their 
guard against what is called an endless 
chain of prayerB for peace. If Catho­ 
lics get these prayers with the request 
to pass them along, let tho literature 
be thrown into tho waste-basket. In 
fact, all such requests—in the matter 
of tho endless chain business—should 
be treated in tho same manner.

COM, in tho bark of fruit trees will kill 
dealt) on tho trees, led to a lino of $100 
in tho Federal court* upon tho makers 
of tho "Fertilizing Hcalo Treatment," 
who pleaded guilty to tho charge of 
miiibrandlng and adulteration. 
Thin 
Ann, reported in a recently 
published 
Notico of Judgment wait imposed in tho 
caio of tho United Htatos vs. Albert 
P. 
Klockner, and Krnma 
Klockner 
(Fertilizing Hcalo Co.), Allontown, Pa., 
brought undor tho insecticide act i>t 
1010 at tho instance of the United 
States Department of Agriculture in 
tho Eastern 
District 
Court, 
Pennsyl­ 
vania, 


Tho department tested these capsules 
for several years on fruit trees to de­ 
termine whether their use had any de­ 
terrent ofFect on scale and whether the 
material also actually 
fertilized the 
trees as usserted by tho makers. Tho 
department 
found 
that the capsules 
did not kill scale Pad did not fertilize 
the trees, but on tho contrary,' injured 
the tree, causing large canker* through 
which rot fungi may enter and finally 
destroy the tree. The department's test 


were further supplemented 
nnd con­ 
firmed by the scientists of the depart­ 
ment who visited 
many 
orchards in 
Maryland anil I'cnriHplvanin and stud­ 
ied the trees .that had been treated by 
the ugeuls of the company. 


The "Fertilizing Hcale Treatment" 
has been advertised and sold also as 
a remedy for other insects and for 
various tree diseases, 
the department 
specialists fall to find any reason to 
believe that tho potusslilm cyanide and 
other substances inserted in trees in 
capsules have any value whatever la 
controlling pluut pests.

TO GIVE ADEQUATE HEAT 


In 
these days when every 
economy 
Hhoiild be practiced and encouraged, a 
Boston man, F . W. Albee, has produced 
a " n e w s p a p e r l o g " which will burn for 
mi hour 
or more 
in any 
fireplace 
or 
htove. 
It is said to have excellent hont- 
ing qualities and is made in this way: 


Spread five sheets of newspaper, fold­ 
ed once, on u table, with folded end to­ 
ward you, and begin to roll in a fairly 
tight roll. 
Before 
the section is com­ 
pletely rolled insert 
a second 
section. 
Add newspaper until a roll from two to 
three inches in diameter is made. 
Be­ 
fore 
finishing 
the lust 
section 
of 
the 
roll fold back all the sheets except the 
outside one, so thut only one sheet re­ 
mains. 
This houlil Vie pasted around the 
roll. 


You now have u solid roll of 
paper 
about eighteen inches long, which may 
be cut in two or three pieces. 
Each 
piece 
then 
should 
be 
saturated 
with 
kerosene. A q u a r t or two may bo pour­ 
ed in a pail, and the rolls, inserted on 
end, should be left to sonk for several 
minuses.

The loaning value of citrus property < This same report shows by the same 
is a subject that has be«n cussed and j process that the Valencia, or summer 
discussed with a vigor and bitterness, 
with seemingly no chance for a basis 
of common sense being established be­ 
tween those who control 
money and 
those who raise citrus fruits. 
Each 
year, especially in Southern California, 
there is a tendency to draw 
further 
apart—the barikor and the citrus grower 
do not understand each other. 


And yet, there are bankers in South­ 
ern California who find citrus groves 
to be a good risk, under proper regu­ 
lated conditions, and these bunkers do 
business cheerfully and promptly with 
the citrus grower. 
It is not so much 
a question of how much money Bhull 
be loaned on the acreage HH it is u 
question of for what the money is to 
be used. 


Hankers who understand the citrus 
business, (and in Southern 
California 
there are not enough of these kind) 
insist 
that 
money loaned 
on citrus 
property shall be applied to the im­ 
provement of the property upon which 
the loan is placed, and further, 
thnt 
the bank be given not only the ordin­ 
ary right to dictate payments and inter­ 
est, but still further the right to dic­ 
tate to a certain conservative extent the 
manner in which the money is spent. 


Bankers in the city of Los Angeles 
have in late years looked 
with dis­ 
favor on the carrying of anything but 
the most nominal of loans on citrus 
property, not because citrus property 
does not oarn in the aggregate of acre­ 
age us much or more than any otHer 
kind of crop-producing 
lands in the 
world, for it does, but because, first— 
it must be said with some degree of 
impatience that large institutions, en­ 
gaged in the building up of new and 
fast-growing cities have little time or 
the inclination to study the crop-pro­ 
ducer and his problems; and second— 
it must be admitted that thoro is more 
(tivei'alt.v.Jn^ the value of citrus groves 
thnn in ally other kind of business hav­ 
ing to do with the land. 
It is a diffi­ 
cult and painstaking study, for it in­ 
volves the study of the owner, more 
than the study of his holdings. 


To this the big city banker will im­ 
mediately reply by displaying his ma­ 
chinery for placing loans 
on 
citrus 
property—his departmental 
men who 
study closely the citrus industry and 
nothing else, anil his own individual 
knowledge and personal experience over 
a wide term of years in which he has 
done business with citrus-raising com­ 
munities. 
It still remains true, how­ 
ever, thnt big banks refuse to loan on 
citrus properly, except, in absurdly-low 
amounts, because ten acres of oranges 
or lemons, or twenty Ucves, or what­ 
ever the amount may be, is simply just 


oranges,- were 
supplying an 
earning 
capacity of TEN PER CENT OS A 
VALUATION OF $3,000 PER ACRE. 


These figures do not come from a 
packing association that is returning 
exceptional prices, but from an asso­ 
ciation in one of the just-average cit­ 
rus communities of Los Angeles coun­ 
ty. 
The figures were not prepared for 
publicity, but as an unemotional re­ 
port to the stockholders. 
Figures are 
available 
from other districts 
show­ 
ing that many old Valencia groves earn 
annually as high as eighteen per cent 
on a valuation of $.'1,000, but this is not 
usual, but exceptional. 


It is most certainly along this line 
thnt the rancher and the banker should 
get together. 
In the first 
place, of 
course, the rancher has been 
almost 
wholly nt fault, for the citrus rancher 
as a ride does not attempt to keep a 
set of books on his property. 
He has 
the best chance in the world to learn 
annually his position 
financially, but 
he does not do it, largely because far 
mors never have done it, unless they 
were 
exceptional 
farmers, 
and the 
average farmer does not know the vn 
lue of business invoice, valuation per­ 
centages, cost of operation and other 
f iindamentnls 
of 
making 
property 
earn money. 
He has his return each 
year from his packing association. He 
knows what his cultural 
cost 
is, or 
should. 
He knows whnt he paid for 
his property, and with the help of the 
expert 
nccountants of his association 
he can arrive at the earning cBpacity of 
his grove, and therofore its loaning 
capacity. 


NO 
INFORMATION 
But these facts arc not laid beforo 
the banker when a loan is aBkcd. 
These 
facts are not in evidence. If a hard 
ware man wants a loan, he can show a 
comploto set. of books and his invoice. 
Tho raiteher could, but he does not. 
Instead of presenting Jlrnt the figures 
showing the earning capacity of his 
property, and mentioning latterly that 
the property is a citrus grove, he says 
he wants a lonn on citrus grove, and 
gets scant attention because the vnlue 
of the property is not 
in 
evidence. 


Now we find the reverse of this situ­ 
ation 
where bankers are also 
citrus 
growers, nud where these bankers are 
operating in an extensive citrus dis­ 
trict. 
Thero is the situation in the 
Lindsay and I'orterville district in the 
central part of the state. 
There is a 
complete 
understanding 
between 
the 
bankers and the citrus growers in those 
districts, because the banks are founded 
on the strength of the citrus industry. 
For instance, there is 11. C. Cnrr, vice- 
president and manager of the Fin-ft 


ty is an absolute necessity, or t,hat 
fumigation at two-year periods is most 
emphatically necessary in the central 
part of the statet 
Does he believe in 
the old fallacy that a comparatively 
clean grove will make it unnecessary 
for him to fumigate? 
Does he know 
that 99.5 per cent of the scale must be 
removed from the trees in order to meet 
with success—that fumigation is a stim­ 
ulant to the tree altogether aside and 
apart from the fact that it removes the 
scale? 
Docs the rancher believe with 
[J. T. Lindley of the Slauson groves at 
Azusa that a rancher should not look 
at his grove at all to determine the 
amount of scale, but should 
fumigate 
annually and thoroughly, depending not 
at all on anyone's estimates of how 
much or how littlq scale there may be? 
THE CITRUS BUSINESS. 
We speak glibly of " t h e citrus busi­ 
ness," but is it yet a business? Has it 
arrived at the point where the rancher 
renlizes the unavoidable necessity for 
fumigation and for constant and liberal 
fertilization—and 
has 
the 
business 
senrched itself to find out whnt it is 
making or losing per tree, per acre? 
Does it speak offhand of a grove being 
worth two, three or four thousand per 
acre, or does it compile the figures and 
the percentages from the net returns at 
the pneking house? 


There is nothing mysterious about the 
citrus business. It can more easily be 
[tut. upon a business basis along with a 
hnrdware store or a mercantile estab­ 
lishment thnn can other lines of agri­ 
culture. 
When the rancher and the 
bnnker thoroughly cooperate, with acre­ 
age returns and tree performances be­ 
fore them, the low lonning capacity of 
citrus groves will be automatically rais­ 
ed. It is high time that these essen­ 
tials be heeded—fumigation, 
fertiliza­ 
tion, 
earning 
capacity. 
When 
these 
things hnve been attended to, the spec­ 
ulative and the indecisive and the unin­ 
telligent will have largely been removed
